NEVER MIND THE FLOATING MICROBES 
Relative to your sermons about the cri. asks a 


Buffalo reader, please give your opinion as to how 
Ions the 
germs of what is frequently dubbed a 


"chest co!d" f.'oat cbout in a room after fomcor.o 
so afflicted coughs -with mouth uncovered, and to 
what extent a person, not present at the time of 
coughing1, would be liable to infection if he entered 
the room afterwards. 


How ions the microbes may float in the air is a 


technical Question of no practical importance. Even 
though they float in the air .for an hour or longer 
we needn't worry any about that. If the open face 
cougher doesn't catch us by. direct his — his spray 
carries ten or twelve feet — he is incapable of bring- 
ing: us down with anything. 


The germs of the eri — any of the s>corc or more 


of common respiratory infections, such .as measles, 
diphtheria, coryza. meningitis, tuberculosis, 
influ- 


enza, and the hke-^the germs or microbes of any 
such infection are carried in the minute droplets 
of moisture which shoot from the mouth of the 
person ill with or coming: down _ with the disease 
whenever he coughs with mouth uncovered, sneezes 
with the nose uncovered, or talks or laughs with 
mouth uncovered. 
These droplets oflflnoisture or 


secretion carrying the disease germ's shoot out from 
the mouth as a spray. The range of the spray has 
been precisely determined by scientific tests which 
we haven't room to describe here -During ordinary 
coRversatlon the range is about four feet, not over 
five feet. 
During laughing or singing or loud 


speaking the range is as much as seven or eight 
feet. During sneezing or coughing: the range in- 
creases to ten or twelve feet. 


Govern yourself accordingly, so far as possible, 


whenever you encounter an individual who pre- 
tends to have a "cold." This is no mere fancy, but 
a very important rule of personal hygiene. 


Assume that some such droplets of moisture or 


nose or throat secretion, laden with disease germs, 
float in the air of the room for an hour.

doubt, bagged as many wild ducks as 
any man who ever frequented 
the 


famous marshes of Green Bay. 
His 


favorite hunting grounds were along 
Peak's lake. On the west shore of 
this, years ago, stood the old club 
house, 
where 
Sartorious, 
General 


Grant's son-in-law, came annually to 
spend his vacation, and shoot ducks. 


In those early days the bigs ducks, 


Mallards. Canvas-backs, etc., 
com- 


manded a price of twenty-five cents 
each; others, smaller, a shilling. The 
Teals were too small and were seldom 
shot for that reason. Considering the 
years of slaughter, lack of protection 
and market demand for these excel- 
lent birds, it is surprising that any 
have survived. However, the shooting 
on the Green Bay marshes today is as 
good as can be found anywhere in the 
state, when conditions are right, and 
the season far enough advanced.
